WAR COULD HATE BEEN AVERTED, 


ACCORDING TO SENATOR HOAR 


York, Nov. 9.—The Independent 


today prints an article on "Our Duty to 
the Filipinos" from the pen of Senator 
Hoar. It begins with a review of the 
circumstances leading up to the war 
with Spain, of which the eenator says: 


"I think it might have been averted" 


and that Cuba could have been liberated 
by peaceable means if the counsel of 
Grant and Fish had been followed, and 
if our public raten in the senate had re- 
membered that they were a part of the 
diplomatic power of this country, and it 
was unbecoming in them to indulge in 
bitter and stinging invectives against 
Spam, whether such Invectives were 
just or unjust 
But I don't feel in- 


clined to Judge these utterances severely. 
Something, as Burke said, must be par- 
doned to the spirit of liberty, and those 
utterances, though in my judgment un- 
fortunate, came from brave, humane and 
liberty-loving souls." 


Continuing, the senator says that down 


to Jan. 1, 1339, the American people and 
the Republican party were committed 
to the doctrine that Just government 
rests upon the consent of tha governed 
and that every people had the right to 
dissolve at will the political connection 
that binds it to another people. 


"In dealing with Cuba," says the 


writer, "we acted upon these principles, 
but the treaty of peace disclosed a dif- 
ferent purpose as to the Philippines, the 
inhabitants of which were much nearer 
independence when the treaty of peace 
was signed than ever had been the peo- 
ple of Cuba. 
Their leader had been 


brought over to the Islands in a United 
States ship by the United States au- 
thorities, and was in arms at the head of 
his forces, with our full concurrence 
and co-operation. If the statement at- 
tributed to a high official in one of the 
departments, who Is sometimes called 
upon to sit in the cabinet with the presi- 
dent, was actually made, their leader 
had been offered by President McKlnley 
the high office of colonel in the regular 
army of the United States, an offer 
which itself is a sufficient refutation of 
all the charges against him. They had 
framed a provisional constitution, a 
model of its kind, establishing a dictator- 
ship like those established by Bolivar In 
South America, to give place to a re- 
public as soon as the military condition 
should make it possible. Looking back, 
can any sane man doubt the wisdom of 
those who desired to amend th« treaty 
and to deal with the Philippines as we 
did with Cuba, to compel Spain to re- 
nounce her sovereignty; to keep off all 
foreign nations, and to aid the islanders 


in establishing thefr o—it government 
according to their own desire?" 


The senator refers to the epithet 


"traitor" and other harsh words applied 
tc those who voted against the peace 
treaty, and asks: 
"When the president 


said that forcible annexation, according 
to our American code of morale, would be 
criminal aggression, was he a copper- 
head? 
Was he disloyal to the flag? 


Was not he a Republican ? Was there 
even an utterance so calculated to give 
courage to Aguinaldo and his people as 
that?" 


As to our future attitude toward the 


Filipino people. Senator Hoar writes: 
"The time has come to make up your 
mind now. 
If you are to declare that 


you do not mean to subjugate them or to 
enslave them, that you will act toward 
them on the principle and in the epirit 
of your own Declaration of Indepen- 
dence,, the war can be ended in an hour 
The refusal to make this declaration lr 
the beginning «f this war, and your 
refusal now te declare yourselves is 
what is alone responsible for its con- 
tinuance. 


"Now we have got to settle the ques- 


tion which the president has repeatedly 
declared is for congress or for the peo- 
ple—whettoor we will undertake to gov- 
ern them as subjects or serf e, or whether 
we will aid them to become a self-gov- 
erning nation, either as repuoilcan, as 
they seem to desire, or as a limited mon- 
archy, like Japan, or whether they shall 
exist hereafter as an absolute monarchy 
after the fashion in which we are main- 
taining in power today the Sultan of 
Sulu, with his slaves and his "harem. 


"The American people, the brave and 


Just people, who made the immortal 
Declaration of Independence, and who 
maintained it wtth life and fortune and 
sacred honor, who established our won- 
derful constitution, to whosa Monroe 
doctrine is due the freedom of the 
American continent from the Rio Grande 
to Cape Horn, have not changed their 
character or their principles in a twink- 
ling of an eye, under the temptation 
of any base motive or personal advan- 
tage, or under the excitement of war. 
They are subject, doubtless, as all mass- 
es of men are subject, however intelli- 
gent or however upright, to great waves 
Of passion. 


"But their sober second thought Is to 


be trusted. Their deliberate action will 
be wise and Just 
The great passions 


by which they are stirred and by which 
their judgment la now clouded are gen- 
erous, noble and humane. Reason will 
resume Its rightful sway, and the great 
republic will remain a republic still."

The ceremony was strictly private 


and) simple in character. The bride 
waflvax«onipaiiiediby~her mother and 
sister, while Lieutenant Caldwell ac- 
companied Admiral Dewey. There were 
no other guesta. 


After the ceremony a carriage! was 


driven to the residence of the bride's 
mother, where- a wedding breakfast wajg 
served. At 10 o'clock they left for New 
York. 


At the close of the ceremony Admiral 


Dewey grasped the hand of Father 
Mackin and said: "I am greatly pleased 
to have been married by you, for I 
know at one time in, your life you have 
been a sailor." 


All secrecy attended the whole affair. 


After procuring the license yesterday 
Chas. Caldwell called on Father Mack- 
in and arranged for the ceremony to- 
day. 
As Admiral Dewey was not a 


Catholic special dispensation was re- 
quired. This was obtained from Bishop 
Curtis by Father Mackin.

* statement, made by Chairman Long of 
the Republican campaign committee, is 
significant 
Said Mr."Long: 


"The legislature is close, but I think 


we have lost both houses. 
From semi- 


official returns from counties, except 12, 
and careful estimates from these, we 
have carried the state by 8000 plurality 
for Taylor." 


In the event of a contest it will cctae 


before the legislature. 
The legislature 


may ultimately have to determine who 
is to be the ne*t governor. 
In all ex- 


pressions upon the result of the elec- 
tion corning from Democratic 
head- 


quarters the legislature has been claimed 
as safe for that-party. Jf the strength 
of the two -great parties is nearly equal, 
the anti-Goebel Democrats probably 
would hold the balance of power, thus 
furnishing- all the elements' for a repeti- 
tion of the bitter contest of 1897, which 
resulted in the defeat of Joe Blackburn 
for the United States senate.

Baltimore, Nov. 9.—Returns from Bal- 


timore city and all the counties of the 
state show that the Democrats swept 
practically everything before them. 
Smith, Bering and Rayner, their candi- 
dates for governor, comptroller and at- 
torney general respectively, were elected 
over the Republican candidates by ap.- 
proximately 11,300 majority.. The official 
count, it is thought, win not materially 
change these figures. The Democrats 
will have 15 out of a total membership of 
26 in the upper house. In the lower 
house the Democrats elected 66, while 
the Republicans will have only 25. 


The plurality in Baltimore of all the

Columbus, O., Nov. 9.—The statistic- 


ians at the Republican headquarters

an unofficial table of pluralities by coun- 
ties was completed.

unquestioned decisions in every contest 
in the state, has already given impetus 
to the approaching municipal elections, 
ot which the most interesting will be that 
in Boston. While the entire Eepublican 
state ticket was carried the Democratic 
jubilation is over the party victory in 
Boston. Only the 
official -returns will 


serve to alter the figures announced on 
the state tickel, which for governor were 
as follows: 


Crane (Rep.), 168,876; Paine (Dem.), 


103,814; Republican plurality, 65,062. 


The plurality of Governor Wolcott over 


Candidate Bruce last year was 83,186. 


Analysis of the. legislative vote is now 


in progress, but while several senatorial 
contests were close, especially in cities, 
no anticipation of recounts is held. In 
this case, the Democratic membership of 
nine, a. gain of two, will remain, an<3 for 
that party it means the ability to demand 
a. rollcall, a parliamentary advantage 
not within Democratic means for some 
years. A scrutiny of returns shows this 
complexion of the next legislature: 


Tho senate will stand: Republicans, 


31; Democrats, 9. The house will stand: 
Republicans, 16 ; Democrats, 70; Social- 
Democrats, 2; independents, 2. 


In the house of 1898 there were 167 Re- 


publicans, 67 Democrats, 2 Social-Demo- 
crats, 3 independents and 1 Prohibition- 
ist- The Republicans have thus lost one 
representative and the Democrats have 
gained three, a net Democratic gain of 
four, while the socialists hold \their own. 


In Boston interest in the election has

NEW YORK. 


' Hew York, Nov. 9.—Returns received 
from up the s^ate Increase the Republi- 
can assembly membership to 93, against 
67 Democrats, a Republican gain of 12. 


In New York county the largest Tam- 


many plurality was that of the candidate 
for surrogate, Abn«r C. Thomas, 55,670. 
He was formerly a Heniry George leader. 
Ex-Justice Joseph F. Daly, fusion can- 
didate for supreme judge, who was ex- 
pected to get many Democratic votes, 
did not head the poll for his ticket. The 
independent labor vote, as indicated by 


the vote for John S. Crosby for supreme 
judge, was 5700, or 3000 less than the 
eociallst vote. The Tammany plurali- 
ties in the several counties are about 
normal, th« gains of assemblymen in this 
city being due lately to combinations 
with Citizens Union and labor men 
against Republican candidates. 


Richard Croker again expressed his 


regret that rtie Democrats up the elate 
"had • no organization," and, although 
he did not say so, it is inferred that Tam- 
many hopes.to organize the whole state 
for the campaign of 1SOO.

Captain and Crew of Schooner Dowries Had a 


Terrible Experience. 


Gloucester, Mas*., Nov. •.-•Italian bark 


Salvatore, Captain Baccarlno, arrived 
here from Trapani, Italy, bound for this 
port with 700 tons ofsa.lt, had on board 
Captain A. T. Dyer and the shipwrecked 
crew of seven men of the schooner Will- 
iam E. Downes of New Haven, bound 
from. Savannah to that- port with 500,000 
feet of hard pine. 


Captain Dyer told the following story: 


Left Savannah Oct. 26, and had fair 
weather until Oct. 30, when we ran into 
an east-northeast gale. At this time we 
were about 45 miles south by west from 
Hatteraa. 
It began 
blowing about 


dark, and the gale kept constantly in- 
creasing until about 11 o'clock, at which 
hour it was a genuine hurricane. 
About 


8 o'clock the vessel began to show signs 
of leaking, and an hour later a tre- 
mendous sea struck her and hove the 
deckload to leeward. 
At this time she 


was carrying reefed spanker and main- 
sail. 
The gale increased, and about 


10 o'clock it was found necesary to take 
in the spanker and keep the vessel before 
the wind. 
The shifting of the deck- 


load opened the seams, and she began 
leaking badly, and about midnight was 
full of water, with deck awash, com- 
pelling the men to take to the ri&gins, 
where they lodged themselves. 


Until daylight matters were desperate. 


The topmast booms and sails were car- 
ried away. 
For four days, larhed to 


the rigging and exposed to the elements 
and practically without food, the men 
passed a harrowing existence. 
The 


storm raged for two days, and in that 
time all they had to eat was a few cans 
of condensed milk and beef, which they 
managed to secure through one of the 
cabin windows. 
The storm abated on 


the third day, but a* the cabin was full 
of water the men were obliged to live 
above board. 


At the end of the fourth day, the bark 


Salvatore was sighted, and signals of 
distress were hoisted. 
The bark made 


down for the distressed vessel and ef- 
fected the rescue, It being a thrilling 
piece of work, as another easterly gale 
had just begun blowing. 
Two trips in 


a boat were necessary to effect the res- 
cue, but the captain and crew saved 
nothing except the clothes they wore. 


The Downes was owned by E. H. 


Weaver and others of New Haven, and 
was valued at about $25,000. 
The cap- 


tain did not know whether there was any 
Insurance. 
The cargo was valued at 


about $10,000, probably insured, con- 
signed to the Ne-w Haven Saw Mill com- 
pany. 
SKe was a fine vessel of 753 tons 


gross, 63S tons net, and was built in Bath 
in 1885. 


Weather Conditions and Forecast. 


Showers have occurred along the At- 


lantic coast from New Jersey to North 
Carolina, and also over the Florida pen- 
insula, and in the middle Mississippi 
valley, and rain was reported in the mid- 
dle and North Pacific coast districts;

BRIGHTERJOR BRITISH 


Eailway to Lady smith Expected 


to Soon Eeopen 


London, T?ov. 9.—There is practically 


no further news from the seat of war this 
morning. It is asserted under Sunday's 
date from Estcourt that General White 
received a message from General Buller 
on Saturday, So far, however, no mes- 
sages appear to have been received! in 
London from General White concerning 
Thursday's and Friday's sorties. 


A special dispatch from Pietermaritz- 


burg, dated Sunday, says: It is confl • 
dently expected that railway communi- 
cation will ba restored with Ladysmith 
within a few hours. 


Further details from Mafekingr, car- 


rying events up to Oct. 27, indicate that 
the Boer firing was easing off, the gar- 
rison was in high spirits and the siege 
was growing a farce. 
The 
corre- 


spondent says that the people were in 
the habit of shouting from the house- 
tops "Ware shells," and that rabbit holes 
had been excavated in the town, into 
which the men would dive when the 
emoke of the Boers' big gun was seen. 
General Cronje is accused of dropping 
shells in tha direction of the women's 
laager. 


According to a dispatch from Kni- 


man, British Bechuanais-nd, dated Mon- 
day, Colonel Plumer'e column, march- 
ing from Fort Tuli to the relief of Mafe- 
king, had reached Asvogel Kop, opposite 
Ootsi, 10 miles north of Lobatsi, on Oct. 
18, and was nearing Mafeking. 


To the eyes of military experts the 


darkest page of t,he war is now being 
written. 
But eve'n that Is illuminated 


with bright passages, such as General 
White's viclorious sorties. 
If he can 


keep the British flag flying over Lady- 
smith until he is relieved, the campaign 
will turn a fresh page, and, with the 
advance of General Buller's force, the 
British public is promised more cheering 
reading. 
. This feeling of .relief inspired by recent 
good tidings is', nevertheless, tinged by 
a certain alloy of anxltty lest General 
White should again make some fatal 
miscalculation involving a repetition of 
the Nicholson's Nek disaster. Her 
majesty docs not share this anxiety, and, 
apparently, is sanguine of his ability to 
,pull through successfully. It is as- 
serted that she has written to Lady 
White expressing sympathy with her 


i husband In the trials and difficulties he 


• is now experiencing and assuring Lady 
'White of her own undiminished confi- 
dence in his generalship. The purport 
of this letter has been cabled t<5 General 
White by the Marquis of Lansdowne. 


The most interesting news Is a dis- 


patch from Estcourt announcing the de- 
parture of a strong force of mounted 
troops and artillery for a destination not 
fiVen In the advices. Another messagt 
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announces the arrival at Estcourt ana 
Pletermaritzburg within the last few 
days of reinforcements from Durban, 
and that 3500 troops are assembled ready 
for a readvance to Colenso when the op- 
portune moment arrives. The latter dis- 
patch throws light upon the former, and 
the force which left Estcourt Monday 
has doubtledS reoccupied Colenso and, 
possibly, is now advancing cautiously 
up the railroad toward Ladysrnith, Gen- 
eral White's sortie of Friday, almost to 
the banks of the Tug^la river, encourag- 
ing its commander in the hope of jom- 
ing hands with him. 


General Joubert, the latest advices 


would indicate, dtew in his horns after 
Friday's engagement, and has since 
withdrawn the southern Boer contin- 
gents, leaving only outposts on the line 
from Ladysmith to Colenso. The Boers 
who occupied Colenso about the middle 
of last week retired without damaging 
Bulwer bridge over the Tugela river or 
the railroad as far north as the village 
of Nelthorpe, seven miles1 south of Lady- 
smith. Evidently they nurse a hope of 
eventually utilizing both in their descent 
on Pietermaritzburg. 


Meanwhile the British are also able to 


use both, as they have already dene, in 
running up an armored train, which may, 
at the present moment, be covering the 
advance of the Estcourt force. 


At Estcourt and Pietermaritzburg the 


defensive works 
have been greatly 


strengthened within the last J!ew days, 
amd they are now believed capable of 
holding their own against any Boer force 
which General Joubert 
would., at the 


present juncture, risk sending against 
either town. Both are likely to be 
strengthened before the week is out by 
a further naval force, and even by the 
first detachment of General Sutler's 
army corps. 


None of the troopships has arrived. 


The one which it was predicted might 
reach Cape Town at the earliest on Mon- 
day is as yet unannounced, and even 
when it does arrive there it will have 
three days' steaming to reach Durban. 
As many as six transports with 4500 
troop* were expected to be in Cape Town 
harbor by this time; but the war office 
last evening issued a statement to the 
effect that the only arrivals at Cape 
Town were the Sumatra, from Durban, 
With wounded; the Southern Cross, from 
Gibraltar with mules, and the collier 
Werwoe. 


Of course it Is possible that dispatch 


boats have been sent to meet the troop- 
ships with Instructions to proceed direct 
to Durban, and in that even the war 
office statement that not one has ar- 
rived) at Cape Town would IIP utf-i"- 
accurate, even tnough several should fc» 
half way between Cape Town and Dur- 
ban, 


The situation looks brighter at Mafe- 


klng, where the Boers are apparently dis- 
heartened at the unexpected resistance, 
a large body of their force having been 
detache'd to the south to assist in th« 
Investment of Kimberley, around which 
the dordon Is drawing tighter. 
Evi- 


dently the Boers intend to make o con- 
centrated effort to capture Kimberley 
and their arch-enemy, Cecil Rhodes.

N 


ATIONS, like men, are never Im- 
maculate. There never yet was a 
* ^ great power that had no sins to 


answer for. I do not claim for 


my country that her hands are abso- 
lutely clean of blood guiltiness. Eng- 
land, like other countries, has made her 
mistakes, and has at times wandered 
from the straight and narrow path of 
national rectitude. But what I do 
claim for England is that the great 
general trend of her national policy has 
been one making for liberty, peace and 
progress. 


Whether or not civilization, English 


tor otherwise, la the best thing for the 
heathen I do not care to discuss, though 
England, It must be confessed, has been 
the greatest clvillzer of modern times. 
No matter what her motives, no matter 
how sordid and how selfish her aims, 
It cannot be denied by her most cap- 
tious or envious critics that order and 


have always followed Eng- 


lish domination. 


One has only to look at India, at 


Egypt, at British North America, at al- 
most any corner of the world, to see 
bow true is this. But especially and 
remarkably tru« IB it of South Africa, 


where a sloven and slothful people are 
now raising futile arms against the re- 
lentless spirit of the times for which 
English colonization stands. It is an 
old story, but I shall try to state it as 
clearly as that very familiarity which 
so often befogs will allow. 


To get at the root of the South Af- 


rican question only a few facts and con- 
ditions before 1880 need be noted. The 
first of these is the Boer exodus, early 
in the century, from that territory 
about the Cape, over which Great Brit- 
ain ruled. Why they went north it is 
hard to say. They had been given ev- 
ery liberty of life and religion. But 
they were a sullen and segregative peo- 
ple, and the spirit of unrest and ad- 
vance that came with the English was 
as odious to them then as it is today. 
So they took to their primitive ox wag- 
ons and trekked northward. 
Some 


crossed the Orange and some went on 
across the Vaal. Britain did not wish 
to hold them. 
She did not interfere 


with their migrations or their home 
building. By the middle of the cen- 
tury, in fact, she had given them t eir 
independence, with those qualifications 
laid down in the Rand river convention 
of 1852. 


Were they fit for such Independence? 


Subsequent events have answered that 
question. The Boers, when still in Cape 
Colony, had wanted slaves to do their 
work for them. They held that heaven 
sent blacks to the land for that par- 
ticular purpose, and when the English 
took the slave away they sulked and 
went on their big trek. 


Once across the Vaal their treatment 


of the blacks soon got them In trouble 
again. They did nothing to conciliate 
their new neighbors of the 
desert. 


They fought the Kaffirs under Sekukum, 
enslaved what Basutos fell Into their 


hands, and went one better and made 
war on the irrepressible Zulus. 


In ten years the Boers found them- 


selves in a bad way. The republic was 
already bankrupt. Their hostility to the 
native was making the black a danger 
to every settler in South Africa. The 
Boers found themselves in a war they 


neither strong enough to end 


nor diplomatic enough to evade. For 
her own sake England stepped in, 
knowing well that if the blacks once 
overran the Transvaal it was only a 
matter of time when they would men- 
ace the Cape itself. So in April. 1877, 
England annexed the Transvaal. That 
annexation saved the Boer from col- 
lapse. It was English vigor and Eng- 
lish money that reconstructed the 
emasculated Boer republic and put the 
sloven burgher once more on hlstfeet. 
It was England who drove back his 
enemies and it was England who open- 
ed up his country. 
Then when his 


house was put in order the Boer calm- 
ly decided to eject 'the housekeeper, 
This he did, for the resistance was only 
half hearted. The door was slammed 
in John Bull's face at Majuba Hill and, 
though he might easily have pounded 
down that portal in time, he had no 
wish to deprive an alien people of their 
liberty. 
In 1S81 England gave the Transvaal 


internal autonomy under an imperial 
suzerainty that would guard against 
encroachment upon neighboring bound- 
aries. 
This left the Boer neither rs- 


pentant nor grateful. 
He hated the 


English, and he always would hate the 
English; that was all he knew and all 
he cared to know. Three years after 
being granted her independence the 
Transvaal promised at the London con- 
vention to give practical equality of 
rights and privileges to all white men, 
such as was enjoyed in neighboring 
British colonies. The promise was glib- 
ly made and lightly broken. The dis- 
covery of gold in the heart of the 
Transvaal brought thousands of stran- 
gers knocking at her doors. These 
strangers were Just what the bucolic 
Boer did not want. He desired to be 
left alone. The stolid burghers of the 
veldt wanted to raise their sheep and 
drink their coffee and smoke their pipes 
in peace. For the newfangled cries of 
progress and industry and advance 
they had the most profound contempt. 
They had their black slaves, their little 
homes, their bit of corn ground, and 
that was all they cared for. Their cry 
was the cry of the red Indians of Amer- 
ica of one century ago. 
But the tide of immigration they 


could not keep back. This they realiz- 
ed. Africa became the cynosure of ai; 
eyes. There was one thing-they could 
do, however—tlj£y could make It ,so 
hot and uncomfortable for the incomer 
that he would be glad to get out. And 
this is just what the Boer all his life 
long has been trying to do. The time 
for an alien to become enfranchised war 
enlarged from two years to five. Everj 
political and municipal right was de 
nied him. When the gold rush of 188i 
showed the need of even more discour 
agement, the franchise was still mori 
narrowly delimited, until 14 years wa> 
the term imposed on the immigrant 
The gold industry was taxed, monop 
olies were created, every uitlander wa: 
bled. The liquor law was so adminis 
tered that it worked only in the interes 
of the Dutch manufacturer. An out 
rageous monopoly in dynamite was alsi 
created, and exorbitant prices for thi; 
necessity of the miner became the or 
der. English children had to go to Boe: 
schools and be taught the slovei 
tongue of the low Dutch. Sixty thou 
sand indolent and corpulent Boers 
banded together in one impregnabl 
family compact, dominated and oppress 
ed and disgraced the manhood of 200, 
000 uitlanders. 
It was no wonder such a thing ende 


in a Jameson raid. That raid was 
mistake. This every one, Boer an- 
British alike, will now confess. But 
was a mistake only because it was 
failure. Then it was the Boer gloated.

with his Bible in his hand and race ha 
tred in his heart. He fanned that ha- 
tred up to the burning point. Outrage 
to property and indignities to peopl 
became a thing of positively terrifyini 
proportions. The country was misgov 
erned, corruption was rampant and, t( 
make sure of his position, the Boer 
armed and equipped his home forts by 
means of war taxes wrung from the 
hard working uitlander, who paid four- 
teen-fifteenths of the republic's revenue. 


Such things have to have an end. 


'If you saw a pile of gold worth £500,- 
000,000 with 20,000 Boers armed tov the 
teeth sitting on it," cried Sir Alfred 
Milner, "what would you do?" The 
Boer piously protests that we English 
are a band of selfish and rapacious in- 
vaders, who want nothing but to suck 
the golden honey from the mines of 
his country and then pass on and leave 
him to feed on the empty husks of the 
barren veldt. But in his heart he knows 
that any permanent good, that any 
substantial improvement that has ever 
been made in the Transvaal has been 
the result of uitlander effort. He knows 
that he himself has moved neither hand 
nor foot to irrigate or enrich those fer- 
tile but well parched prairies over 
which now roam his few handfuls of 
sheep and cattle. And he must know 
in his heart that a selfishness so nar- 
row and an attitude so autocratic can 
have but one end. That end, thank 
God, now seems to be nearer than ever 
before. The spirit of the nineteenth 
century must sweep away the Boer and 
all for which he stands. 
It is for these reasons that the Boers 


hate the British and the British the 
Boers. Time was when we were willing 
to give and take rather than bring upon 
our empire another bitter and bloody 
war. Oom Paul and his people allowed 
that time to pass, and now nothing but 
war to the death can bring about the 
final readjustment of affairs In South 
Africa.

AVE people a right to fight for 
their homes and the homes of 
their fathers? tf they have not, 
then the Boers are now engaged m 


n unholy and unrighteous war. It is 
. war, however, that has been forced 
>n them by a great and aggressive em- 
•ire, an empire whose rapacity and du- 
ilicity has become a byword through- 
ut the world. 
There are many reasons why I and 
ill my brother Boers fear this same 
British empire. When, over a century 
ago, the valiant forefathers of the pres- 
nt burghers of the South African Re- 
lublic set sail from their native shores 
and founded new homes and a new set- 
lement in this faroff Cape country, it 
was thought that they would here, at 
east, be allowed to follow their own 
peaceful pursuits. They were, as they 
always have been, an honest, out- 
poken, God fearing and amicable peo- 
ple, asking not of their neighbors and 
ntruding not on their enemies. 
At the Cape our forefathers subdued 


the natives, gave them homes and 
lothing and did their best to enlighten 
them. In return for this the Kaffirs 
worked on the land and did that labor 
for which they were by nature fitted. 
Then the English came flocking down 
to the Cape and, with Pharisaical hor- 
ror, said that we had no business to 
treat blacks like dogs and that it was 
our duty as Christians to liberate every 
slave in our colony. This we declined 
to do, knowing it was no worse to en- 
slave natives by the hundred than it 
was to bayonet them by the thousand 


The English, however, won their 


point, being the greater and more ag- 
gressive power. They promised to pay 
our people, however, for every slave set 
free. But even in their works of char- 
ity the English could not be honest. 
They paid for the slaves, it is true, but 
did so in paper ledeemable at London 
only. This paper wag-worthless at the 
Cape and was boughtr up at ridiculous 
and ruinous discounts. Then tho Boers 
washed their hands of the English and 
trekked northward. What those heroic 
home seekers endured during their long 
journey into the dark interior will nev- 
er be known. The fruits of that great 
trek was the foundation of the Zuid 
Afrikanische Republiek and'the Orange 
Free State. Here,', at last, it was 
thought, a pastoral ,ajid simple minded 
people might take up their homes and 
dwell In peace. 


Never before had such a mistake been 


made. The leopard cannot change his 
spots, nor the Anglo-Saxon his viking 
heart. For ten centuries he has been a 
landgrabber and an aggressor, 


In 1877 Britain again invaded and 


captured our country. We were then 
a scattered and weak people, else that 
invasion would have been dearly paid 
for. But we were willing to wait. 


After three years of tyranny we pre- 


pared to shake off the yoke. How ef- 
fectively we did it England remembers 
to this day. Boys not yet out of their 
teens, old burghers who had passed 
their threescore years and ten, women 
even, with babes in the cradle—all took 
up their trusty rifles and went out to 
fight for home and freedom. God show- 
ed which side He was on by the victories 
of Laingsnek, Broncker's Spruit and 
Majuba'Hill. England saw we were in 
earnest and wisely granted us our in- 
dependence. At last the Boer had his 
freedom. 


But in the meantime a change had 


been creeping over our country. That 
land which we had first thought so 
rude and inhospitable was found to 
have hidden beneath its rugged s.ur- 
face a wealth of gold the like of wli'ich 
the world has never before seen. It 
was a blessing that carried with it its 
own curse. It drew like a magnet the 
riftraff of the world within our borders. 
Speculators and adventurers swarmed 
into our quiet little towns, and men 
whose only quest was wealth tried to 
elbow us out of our hard earned homes. 


Then, too, came Cecil Rhodes and his 


empire building compatriots. 
When 


this man Rhodes stood in a little gro- 
cery shop at Cape Town and stretched 
his great paw over the entire map of 
South Africa and said "All British, that 
is my dream," he made a confession 
that the world should never forget. It 
is a key to the present situation, an 
explanation of why the Boer is today 
fighting for existence, struggling, per- 
haps vainly, against a band of land- 
grabbers intoxicated with dreams of an 
African empire. 


Three years after the granting of the 


independence of the Transvaal the Lon- 
don convention came together and drew 
up a new agreement. 
In that agree- 


ment England quietly gave back to our 
country the suzerain rights she had 
before insisted upon, and In the new 
document there was made no mention 
of suzerainty or colonial obligation. The 
English today claim that all this was 
understood. We claim that such was 
not the case. 
During the next ten years we found 


ourselves harassed by these intrusive 
uitlanders, who gradually grew more 
and more audacious and kept making 
more and more impossible demands. 
Their organization 
and 
threatening 


movements naturally 
prompted 
our 


government In Its pfficlal capacity to 
do what it could to preserve itself 
against its enemies on the one hand, 
and among the people at large on the 
other, aroused sufficient suspicion and

watchfulness in every Boer heart to 
make citizens of the republic always on 
the alert. That was the secret of the 
Afrikander Bund and the excuse for its 
existence. 
Under such circumstances 


race hatred and bitterness of feeling 
were only natural, in fact inevitable. 


When we first heard of Dr. Jameson's 


preparations to invade our country on 
behalf of the Chartered company, how- 
ever, we could scarcely believe the 
truth. We really knew of that intended 
raid far earlier than the English realiz- 
ed, but we said little. We had long be- 
fore known of the activities of the Re- 
form Committee and had done our part 
and prepared for all internal trouble. 
But we never dreamed that England, 
either secretly or openly, would permit 
an armed band to be,collected in her 
territory and allow the same to cross 
her frontiers into the territory of a 
friendly state for the purpose of mur- 
der and pi'lage. We knew that the offi- 
cers of the Chartered company had for 
some time been doing their best to fo- 
ment discontent and bring about an up- 
rising in Johannesburg, and for a few 
days things looked very dark for ths 
Transvaal. But our heroic leader, our 
stanch old Oom Paul, rose to the occa- 
sion at the capital, just as Cronje and 
Joubert did in the field. The world still 
remembers the ignominy of the Jeme- 
aon defeat and how that land buccaneer 
was forced to run up his white flag and 
surrender. 


Once in our hands, did we treat these 


traitors as they richly deserved, or did 
we demonstrate our good will toward 
England and our desire for peace by 
treating our captives as honest and 
honorable gentlemen—which they were 
not? Many a burgher who bound up 
the wounds of these young bravadoes 
and carried meat and milk and brandy 
to them can answer that question. 


And England—did she do her duty as 


a Christian nation, or did she violate 
her promise of justice to the offenders 
as ehe had done so often of old? The 
official investigation at London was an 


official whitewash. Jameson and a few 
of his officers were first given a public 
ovation and then given a brief sen-, 
tence, all of which was served amid 
the most happy and luxurious sur- 
roundings. Chamberlain himself was 
left unscathed. As the colonial minis- 
ter of the empire it would never do to 
have him mixed up in such disgraceful 
land raiding and buccaneering schemes, 
so everything necessary was most care- 
fully suppressed. And this is the man 
who today rants about progress and 
advance and declares war on a weak 
and unoffensive state simply because a 
band of wealthy London speculators 
hunger for the goldfields of our repub- 
lic. They may or they may not secure 
their long coveted mines, but the price, 
they will find, will not be a trifling one.

mean and say a column of sor»re'gn» 
one mile and 48 yards high, or the sum 
of $6,300,000, we shall probably be about 
right. 
Whether the czar's crown is mora 


valuable is a moot point. The prin- 
cipal feature of the Russian crown ia 
a magnificent cross formed of five su- 
>erb diamonds resting on an uncut but 
loliahecl ruby of great size and wonder- 
'ul luster. The crown of the king of 
ttaiy is known as the "Iron Crown of 
he Lombards," so culled because of a 
legend that a small circlet or iron 
forming part of it was orig'naily a nail 
from the cross on which Christ was 
crucified. 
The Hungarian crown belonging to 


tfie bereaved emperor of Austria was 
made for Stephen II 800 years ago, and 
It weighs about 14 pounds. It is adorn- 
ed with 53 sapphires, 50 rubies, 1 em- 
erald and 333 pearls, but no diamonds 
appear in it owing to some superstition 
entertained by Stephen that such gems 
would bring bad luck to himself and 
his family. This crown has passed 
through many -"Icissitudes. It was 
once sewed up in a cushion Mid carried 
off by a queen, who aventually pawned 
it for 2,800 ducats. After it had been 
redeemed from the pawnbroker it was 
hidden away and lay buried in a forest 
for five decades. 
The crown of the sovereigns of Rou- 


mania is unique, in so far as it forms 
a genuine badge of the nation's free- 
dom from Turkish tyranny. It is mada 
from the metal of the Turkish cannon 
captured at Plevna by the Roumanians 
in 1877.

The prince's fare is of the simplest- 


rusks instead of bread, compotes of 
fruit without sugar (no salads), trout 
or pike, no salmon, very lean meat, 
neither pudding nor cheese—both being 
rigorously tabooed—and wine di'uted.

Terrible Effect. 
The artilleiy shells flred by the Brit- 


ish at Ladysmith have wrought such 
havoc that It Is said General Joubert, 
the Boer commander In chief, has writ- 
ten to Genera] White, the British com- 
mander, protesting against the use of 
lyddite. 


Lieutenant Samuel Rodman, lately of 


the United States army and an expert 
in explosives, said to a New York 
World reporter the other day: 


"Very little is known about lyddite 


in the United States. It Is very power- 
ful, but I do not think any more so 
than some grades of dynamite. 
The 


English government has been experl 
menting with It for several years and 
has brought it to a high degree of effi- 
ciency. I doubt If the correct formula 
Is known here. 


"The protests of the Boers, implying 


that it is inhuman, is ridiculous. The 
Boers use black powder, presumably, 
and are a little behind the times in the 
use of high explosives. The United 
States government would have 
scruples about using it" 


Captain Taylor of the Laflln-Band 


Powder company said to the reporter: 
"Lyddite is one of the picric com- 
pounds, and is supposed to be very 
similar to melinite. The French gov- 
ernment was very secretive about the 
formula for melinite, but some one con- 
nected with the manufacture of it sold 
the secret. Lyddite is an improvement 
on it. It has certainly given great sat 
isfaction to the English government. 


"Lyddite produces greater fragmen- 


tation of the shells than almost any 
other explosive known. Gun cotton will 
explode a shell, but not thoroughly. 
Lyddite, on the contrary, grinds a shell 
into exceedingly small pieces, and has 
a very large area of destruction in con- 
sequence. There can be no possible 
objection to its use in war. It produces 
no gas, and even if it did that would 
make no difference, for a shell explod- 
ed by lyddite will leave no one within 
its area who could be Injured by gas." 


At the ordnance department of the 


army, in the army building, it was said 
that the United States government has 
not finally decided upon bursting 
charges. Gun cotton has been used, 
thorite has been experimented with, 
and experiments are still going on. Of 
lyddite it was said that no one is quali- 
fied to speak with .authority. 


Guttmann, an authority, says in his 


book on explosives: "In 1886 picric 
acid, mixed with collodion cotton dis- 
solved in ether, and formed into car- 
tridges, was made in France as an ex- 
plosive, and was known by the name of 
melinite. Later Eugene Turpin showed 
that molten picric acid by itself ex- 
plodes much more violently, and exten- 
sive experiments then were made si- 
multaneously in France, Italy and Great 
Britain, when it was found that the 
best method of detonating molten pi- 
cric acid was by the use of very strong 
detonators or a primer of dry gun cot- 
ton. 


"The acid was melted at a carefully 


regulated temperature in an iron or 
earthenware vessel standing in an old 
bath. It was chiefly used for ailing 
shells, and was cast direct from the 
melting pot into the projectiles. After 
It had cooled the gun cotton prim«r 
was inserted. Picric acid, so melted, re- 
tained its name of melinite in France, 
while in England it was called lyddite, 
from the experiments having been 
made near Lydd, in Kent." 


General Kitchener in his campaign 


in the Sudan demonstrated the tre- 
mendous power of lyddite- In an in- 
credibly short time earthworks were 
destroyed, leaving breaches through 
which the shrapnel could be fired and 
the work of destruction completed. A 
shell was dropped into a mosque at 
Omdurman, where 120 Mahdists were 
worshiping. The mosque and its in- 
mates were blown in pieces, and only 
12 worshipers escaped alive. 


In the Chinese-Japanese war of 1894 


a 12 inch shell charged with cordite, a 
similar, but inferior explosive, entered 
the Japanese flagship Matsushima, 
hurled a 4.7 inch gun from Its mount- 
Ing and then exploded, firing a heap of 
ammunition, disabling two more 4.7 
Inch guns and killing or wounding 90 
officers and men. 


Lyddite is simply one of a class of 


high explosives, others of which are 
dynamite, tonite, cordite, 
melinite, 


maxinite, emmensite, ecrasite, forcite, 
thorite and perunlte. It has been Im- 
proved by the British for the use of 
their guns as others, notably melinite 
by France, have been taken advantage 
»f by other nations. Chemically lyd- 
flite is "simply picric acid brought Into 
a dense state by fusion." Picric acid 
is "obtained by the action of nitric 
acid on carbolic acid." 


When lyddite shells explode Ja the 


midst of an army, they deal not only 
destruction, but also terror, for, like 
the dynamite shells coughed up by the 
Vesuvius at Santiago, they explode 
with a noise that suggests the downfall 
of the heavens and the upheaval of the 
earth. Unlike the shells that issued 
from the Vesuvius, they can be aimed 
to a nicety.

Ex-Secretary Foster Lectured 


on the Alaskan Question. 


BEVIEWED ENTIBE OOHTEOVEBSY. 


He Explained the British and Amer- 


ican .Claims In A)f»ka and Holda 
That ibe Right* iy« Received From 
Rnvala Had Been Conceded by- 
Great Britain. 
Former Secretary of State John W, 


Poster, now a member of the Joint high 
commission, lectured the other after- 
noon at Washington before the Na- 
tional Geographic society on the Alas- 
ka boundary question, says the New 
York Sun. In opening bis lecture, which 
was illustrated by stereopticon views, 
Mr. Foster said he must confine him- 
self to data open to all students of the 
question and not refer to negotiations 
now pending. He said that in the 
preliminary negotiations between Rus- 
sia and England, which resulted in 
the treaty of 1826 defining the boun- 
daries of Alaska, It was clearly the 
purpose of Russia to secure a boun- 
dary line far enough Inland to shut 
off the traders of the Hudson Bay 
company from competing with the 
Russian traders and the natives along 
the coast of Alaska. The English gov- 
ernment's only anxiety was that the 
Russian possessions on the continent 
should not extend inland as far as the 
Rocky mountains. The purpose of the 
Russians, Mr. Foster held, would have 
been defeated had any of the inlets 01 
arms extended into British territory. 


In return for the revocation of the 


ukase of 1821, by which Russia claim- 
ed Jurisdiction In the Pacific over its 
waters to the distance of 100 miles 
from the coast of Siberia and Alaska, 
Great Britain was prepared to have the 
east line of the strip 100 miles from the 
ocean and to have the line to the Arc- 
tic ocean drawn along the one hun- 
dred and thirty-third degree of longi- 
tude, thus giving a «trip more than 
three times as wide as she obtained 
and the whole of the Yukon gold dis- 
tricts. 


In referring to the claims of the Brit- 


ish and American .governments, Mr. 
Foster said the United States claims 
that the boundary of the strip placed 
19 marine leagues from the coast at all 
points except at White and Chllcoot 
passes, and that the strip is an unbro- 
ken belt of territory on the mainland, 
following the sinuosities of the coast 
around the inlets of the sea. The Brit- 
ish claim that the line from 56 degrees 
runs' directly to the sea and follows the 
mountains nearest the-outer shore line 
and crosses not less than 10 or 12 
arms of the sea or inlets, thus breaking 
the mainland into as many different 
sections and transferring all the water 
of the bays and inlets to the British 
possessions. He said the seventh arti- 
cle which provided that for ten years 
the respective subjects should have the 
free use of all "the inland seas, the 
gulfs, havens and creeks on the coast 
of the continent," was inconsistent 
with any other interpretation than the 
complete sovereignty of Russia over 
not only the strip of territory on the 
main land which follows the sinuosi- 
ties of the sea, but also of the waters 
Inclosed by it. This is further proved 
by the fact that Russia gave notice, at 
the expiration of ten years, that the 
privilege would not be continued, and 
It came to and end. 


Mr. Foster cited a number of in- 


stances where he said the British rec- 
ognized, between 1857 and 1880, the 
correctness of the Russo-American line. 
There was no claim or pretense that 
the British subjects or authorities had 
ever occupied any of the territory now 
In dispute except under lease or had 
ever exercised or attempted to exercise 
any authority over the strip of water 
Inclosed by It. Russia had, however, 
built forts and trading posts, leased the 
strip, reoccupled it and received the al- 
legiance of the Indians and exercised 
authority over them. The United State* 
had published an official map of the 
strip in 1867, had occupied it with the 
army, had established postoffices and 
post routes, custom houses, govern- 
ment and mission schools, had collect- 
ed customs duties and patrolled the 
Lynn canal by revenue cutters to en- 
force the customs duties, had accepted 
the allegiance of the Indians and taken 
censuses of them in 1880 and 1890 and 
had repeatedly exercised the right of 
sovereignty through the Alaskan gov- 
ernment and the federal Judiciary. 


He also spoke of the occupation of 


the strip by American citizens who 
bad built cities there, and that against 
none of these acts did the British gov- 
ernment protest. The British made no 
claim to these waters in an official 
manner until after the meeting of the 
Joint high commission in Quebec in An 
gust, 1898. Mr. Foster referred to the 
protocol of the proceedings of the com- 
mission published by the Canadian 
government and closed with a s; nopsls 
of it* contents.

New York, for iniamolCT «i»rt 


Paraded and Greeted Mr. Crane. De- 


tails of the 
Decorations 
and 


Parade. A Wearisome Delay 


on Return Trip of 


Local Train 


An ovation such as Berkshire county 


never saw before was given to Win- 
throp Murray Crane at Dalton last eve- 
ning; in honor of his election as gov- 
ernor ol1 the state. It is doubtful i£ all 
western Massachusetts was ever the 
scene of such a gathering as that, when 
fully 15,000 Berkshire citizens went to 
the home of the governor-elect, to show 
him their respect and esteem. 


The crowds from, all over the county 


exceeded expectations, and fully 1000 
went from Northern Berkshire to join 
in the celebration. The local train of 
15 cars got away shottlv before 
o'clock 


and at Adams three more cars were 
added to the train. The trip to Dal- 
ton was made in good time, the train 
being switched to the main tracks of 
the Boston and Albany at the junction, 
a,nd 
going directly to the town. At 


DaJton the arrangements for the big 
celebration •nerr excellent, and it was 
an event throughout in which the local 
enthusiasts were proud to take part. 


The roily unpleasant feature of the 


night occurred in connection with <he 
trip home. The train was about 45 nr.n- 
•utes iato leaving Dalton, and the trip to 
this city consumed something like an 
hour and three quarters, in cars \vhii li 
were not heated. The return train went 
through Pittsfield. and the party en- 
joyed a wait of about 15 minutes in 
that city before finally getting under 
way for North Adams. 


It was therefore a tired set of mortals 


that left the train at the local station. 
This, however, in no way concerned 
the celebration proper, for which th/»re 
are only words of satisfaction 
from, 


every source. 


It was a night long to be remember- 


ed by Daiton's 3500 citizens and by her 
thousands of visitors. 
Future local 


historians will refer to it as a gala 
night without parallel. 
Daltonfcnever 


before entertained so large a crowd of 
visitors as it did last night. Early in 
the afternoon they began to arrive and 
by 6 o'clock the Pittsfield street rail- 
way was having its accommod-lions 
taxed to the utmost. A little later the 
specials came in on the Boston and Al- 
bany and by 9 o'clock is was conser- 
vatively estimated there were no lesa 
than 15,000 visitors in the town. A 
delegation of citizens especially ap- 
pointed for the purpose met 
these 


visitors at the station. 


For more than four hours the central 


figure of the ovation greeted and shook 
hands with his frienis in the opera 
house rotunda. 
It WAS a singularly 


cordial grasp of the har.i that each one 
received and everybody felt that he 
was meeting a friend, sincere, honest 
and true. 


The future governor stood surround- 


ed by the reception committee of Dal- 
ton citizens, consisting of Professor H. 
L. Allen, chairman; Zenas Crane, F. 
G. Craro, John D. Carson, James B. 
Lawrence, Earl Ingalls, Homer H. 
Bickwell, Dr. H. F. Quinlan, Michael 
Hennessey, John H. Smith and J. A. 
Flansburg. Mr. Crane was simply 
dressed, in a frock coat striped trou- 
sers, a low standing collar and a black 
four-in-hand tie. 
Other who were in 


the group were rongressman George 
P. Lawrence .Councilor Parley A. Rus- 
sell, J. H. Manning of Pittsfield, J. B. 
Reynolds of the state central com- 
mittee. E. C. Mansfield of the state 
republican club and Winthrop Crane, 
Mr. Crane's son, and John B. Smith, 
his private secretary. 


The passage leading to the northern 


entrance of the oppra house was roped 
off and throughout the evening a con- 
stant stream of humanity 
passed 


through the hallway and out by the 
eastern exit. The arrangements were 
admirable, and at no time was there 
confusion or crowding. Strictly speak- 
ing this was the reception accorded 
Winthrop Murray Crane by his Berk- 
shire neighbors. 


The parade was, however, the great 


spectacular feature of the event. This 
was pet off with the countless illumin- 
ations. The main street was brilliant 
•with electric lights. 
Extending from 


the Pittsfield line on the west, for more 
than two miles, as far as Weston ave- 
nue there was a series of arches, each 
one composed of thirteen red, white and 
blue incandescents. The effect 
was 


beautiful in the extreme. Not alone 
was the centre of the town a scene of 
brilliancy, which was greatly enhanct-d 
during the parade by thousands of 
rickets and Roman candles, but the 
surrounding mountains and hills had 
each its signal of bonfires. Added to the 
street decorations, there were on the 
lawns thousands of Japanese lanterns, 
•while all the houses, especially along 
the line of the parade, were radiant 
with the stars and stripes. The opera 
house was ablaze with incandescents, 
while just over the main entrance, in 
letters a foot long, were the words, 
"Our Governor." 
Just above these 


words was an excellent portrait of Mr. 
Crane, some four feet square.
